To sum up, the house bill provides 


for additional revenue to the extent 
of $301,000,0000, and the senate bill 
provides for $453,000,000. 


The house and,Secretary Gage pro- 


pose to issue 3500,000,000 bonds to 
meet all emergencies. These bonds 
bear 3 per cent interest, payable in 20 
years. 
When due the government 


will have paid in interest on them the 
sum of 8300,000,000, making a total 
burden, principal and interest, im- 
posed on the people of $800,000,000, 
.or about the amount of the present 
bonded debt of the United States. 
This is Wall street's contribution to 
the prosecution of the war, as advised 
by Secretary Gage and adopted by the 
Republicans of the house. 


The Senatejplan is in the directon

Washington, May'1C. — A dispatch 


from Admiral Dewey at Cavite by way 
of Hongkong has been received here. 


The telegrams indicate that Dewey 


has lost none of the prestige gained in 
liis memorable fight of two weeks ago, 
and that while he refrains from taking 
the city of Manilla, he has it practical- 
ly at his mercy. 
. . 


" The admiral expresses the belief that 


.the rebels are hemming in the city by 
land, but the fact that he says explicitly 
that they have made no demonstration 
teems to disprove thoroughly the pub- 
lished reports that they had already 
entered Manilla and had begun a ca- 
reer of bloodshed and rapine. 


The best evidence of the effective- 


ness of the blockade maintained by the 
American admiral, and also of the 
work of the insurgents in surrounding 
the city, is shown in the statements in 
the dispatches that provisions ara 
scarce in the city of Manilla, which 
seems to indicate to Admiral Dewey 
an early surrender by the Spanish au- 
uorities. 


Another published report seems also 


to be refuted by the admiral's advices, 
and that is that the rebels had raided 
Cavite, where the Spanish naval sta- 
tion was located and where presumably 
large supplies of arms and ammunition 
were kept. 


Usid the Admiral'* Content. 


If the rebels have been supplying 


themselves with arms it must have 
heen with 
the 
admiral's consent, 


as his dispatch is originally dated from 
Cavite, indicating that he is still in 
possession. 


The greatest satisfaction 
prevails 


here over the good work being done 
and the effectiveness of the blockade 
being maintained by him. The dispatch 
as given out by Secretary Long is dated 
Cavite, May 13, and is aa follows: 


"Maintaining strict blockade. 


Reason to believe that the reb- 
els are hemming in the city by 
land, but have made no demon- 
stration.
